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(54) USER INFORMATION CONTROLLING DEVICE, USER INFORMATION CONTROLLING 
METHOD, USER INFORMATION CONTROLLING PROGRAM AND STORAGE MEDIUM WITH 
THE PROGRAM RECORDED THEREON 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a user 
information controlling device that enables user 
information needed for a server computer to be sent 
automatically responding to the request of the server 
computer, keeping necessary security with respect to 
user information. 

SOLUTION: A client computer 1 stores a plurality of 
user information along with a special information for 
defining each user information in an external memorizing 
device 14. When receiving the request for sending user 
information from a server computer 2, the client 
computer retrieves from the external memorizing device 
14 the user information defined by the special 
information included in the received information of the 
request for sending user information, and displays the 
retrieved information on a displaying part 17. When the 
user approves to send the displayed information, the 
client computer 1 send the user information to the 
server computer 2. 
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[0050] 

Next, the operation of the client/server system configured as described above is 
described. Fig. 2 is a flowchart for describing the operation of the client/server system 
shown in Fig. 1 . Processing on the server computer side in Fig. 2 shows user 
information request processing performed by executing, by CPU 22, the user 
information request processing program stored in ROM 21, and processing on the client 
computer side in Fig. 2 shows the user information management processing performed 
by executing, by CPU 12, the user information management processing program stored 
in ROM 11. 
[0051] 

First, in step SI, CPU 22 transmits input form data as a user information 
transmission request through communication unit 26. This input form data includes 
input screen information for displaying an input form as an input screen and specific 
information for specifying the user information. 
[0052] 

For example, when server computer 2 requires a name, gender, date of birth, 
credit card number, and address of a user as the user information, for example, data for 
displaying the input form shown in Fig. 3 is transmitted as the input form data. 
[0053] 

In an example shown in Fig.3, when an input frame to input a family name of 
the user is defined using the HTML (Hyper Text Markup Language), the input frame 
for the family name in the name of the user shown in Fig. 3 can be displayed by 
describing <input type=textname=user_family_name>. In this case, 
user_family_name is the specific information for specifying the family name of the user 
as the user information. 
[0054] 

The other types of user information are also described similarly to the foregoing, 
and in the example shown in Fig. 3, for example, "user_personal_name" is used as the 
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specific information of a personal name in the user name, "user_sex" as the specific 
information of the gender, "user_birthday" as the specific information of the date of 
birth, "user_credit_card" as the specific information of the credit card number, and 
"user_address" as the specific information of the address. The specific information is 
not particularly limited to the above example, but as long as the user information can be 
individually specified in accordance with the contents, another description may be used. 
[0055] 

Next, in step S2, CPU 12 receives the input form data through communication 
unit 16. 
[0056] 

Next, in step S3, CPU 12 extracts the specific information from the received 
input form data in order to specify the user information requested by server computer 2, 
and reads, from external storage device 14, the user information stored corresponding to 
the extracted specific information. 
[0057] 

Here, one example of the specific information and the user information stored in 
external storage device 14 is described. Fig. 4 is a diagram showing one example of a 
data structure of the specific information and the user information stored in external 
storage device 14 shown in Fig. 1 . As to the specific information and the user 
information shown in Fig. 4, for example, the user inputs the respective types of user 
information using the input form as shown in Fig. 3 and causes external storage device 
14 to store the same in advance. 
[0058] 

As shown in Fig. 4, external storage device 14 stores the user information 
together with the specific information for specifying the user information for each type 
of the user information. For example, the user information indicating the family name, 
"Yamada" is stored in association with the specific information "user_family_name", 
the user information indicating the personal name, "Taro" is stored in association with

the specific information "user_personal_name", and the respective types of user 

information are stored sequentially. 

[0059] 

In the foregoing user information, there may be a plurality of kinds in one 
category, and for example, if the user has a plurality of credit cards, the plurality of 
credit card numbers cannot be specified by using only "user_credit_card" as the specific 
information of the credit card numbers. In this case, priority order information for 
specifying priority order may be added in the specific information, so that the plurality 
of kinds of user information in the one category may be specified. 
[0060] 

For example, when the user possesses credit cards of AAA company, BBB 
company and CCC company, as the specific information of the credit card numbers, 
three pieces of specific information of "user_credit_card. 1", "user_credit_card. 2" and 
"user credit card. 3", in which last numeric characters of the specific information 
indicate the priority order, are prepared, and company names and credit card numbers 
"AAA 1234567890", "BBB 3456789012" and "CCC 6789012345" of the respective 
credit cards of the AAA company, the BBB company and the CCC company are stored 
in association with the foregoing three pieces of specific information. 
[0061] 

In this case, when the credit card number is requested from server computer 2, 
the user information "AAA 1234567890" corresponding to the specific information 
"user_credit_card. 1" given highest priority is displayed preferentially, or the user 
information corresponding to all the specific information is displayed in a menu form to 
allow the user to make a selection, by which the user information to be transmitted can 
be specified. 
[0062] 

The setting of the priority order may be made by the user at the time of 
registration of the user information as described above, or the priority of the user 
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information having a higher use frequency may be automatically set to be higher. 
[0063] 

Moreover, the user information may differ depending on a language used by the 
user even if the contents are identical, and for example, in the case where the family 
name of the user is represented in different languages such as Japanese and English, if 
only "user_family_name" is used as the specific information of the family name of the 
user, the plurality of family names different in language used for the representation 
cannot be specified. In such a case, language specific information for specifying the 
language representing the user information may be added in the specific information so 
that the plurality pieces of user information different in language representation but 
identical in contents may be specified. 
[0064] 

For example, when the user uses f3" represented in Japanese and "yamada" 
represented in English (represented in Roman characters) as the family name of the user, 
as the specific information for specifying the family name of the user, two pieces of 
specific information of "user_family_name. j", in which the last character of the 
specific information indicates the language representing the user information (the last 
character "j" is the language specific information indicating Japanese), and 
"user_family_name. e" (the last character "e" is the language specific information 
indicating English) are prepared, and P3" is stored in association with 
"user_family_name. J", and "yamada" is stored in association with "user_family_name. 
e". 

[0065] 

In this case, since the user information complying with the language that server 
computer 2 uses is specified to read the user information corresponding to the specified 
language, the user information represented in the language requested by server 
computer 2 can be automatically transmitted to server computer 2. 
[0066] 
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When the user information is requested by the input form shown in Fig. 3 in a 
state where the specific information and the user information shown in Fig. 4 are stored 
in external storage device 14, CPU 12 sequentially reads, from external storage device 
14, the user information "Yamada", "Taro", "Male", "1980 12 31", "AAA 
1234567890", and "1-2-3, xx city, oo prefecture", which are stored corresponding to 
the specific information "user_family_name", "user_personal_name", "user_sex", 
"user_birthday", "user_credit_card" and "useraddress". 
[0067] 

Next, in step S4, CPU 12 causes display unit 17 to display the input form using 
the input form data received in step S2, and causes the user information read in step S3 
to be inserted into the corresponding input frames of the input form, and displayed. 
[0068] 

For example, when the user information shown in Fig. 4 is displayed in the 
input form shown in Fig. 3, as shown in Fig. 5, the input form with the corresponding 
user information inserted into the respective input frames is displayed on display unit 
1 7. In this manner, since the user information to be transmitted to server computer 2 
is displayed in a list, the user can easily determine whether or not to permit the 
transmission of the user information. 
[0069] 

Next, in step S5, CPU 12 determines whether or not new user information has 
been inputted into the input frame of the displayed input form, and if new user 
information has been inputted, the processing shifts to step S6, and if no new 
information has been inputted, then the processing shifts to step S7. 
[0070] 

For example, if the user information displayed in the input frame of the 
displayed input form is wrong, or if the user information to be inserted into the input 
frame of the displayed input form has not been stored in external storage device 14 and 
the user information is not displayed, the user needs to input new user information into 
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the input frame. 
[0071] 

In the foregoing case, when the user inputs the new user information into the 
input frame using input unit 15, CPU 12 determines that the new user information has 
been inputted, and the processing shifts to step S6, in which CPU 12 causes the user 
information inputted newly to be stored in external storage device 14 together with the 
specific information for specifying the user information of interest. 
[0072] 

Accordingly, when the user information is changed, or when the new user 
information is added, the new user information can be also stored in external storage 
device 14 using the input form similar to the user information already stored, and 
thereafter, the user information need not be inputted again. 
[0073] 

If no new user information has been inputted, or if the update of the user 
information has been finished, in step S7, CPU 12 determines whether or not the user 
has permitted the transmission of the user information, and if the user has permitted the 
transmission of the user information, the processing shifts to step S8, and if the user 
does not permit the transmission of the user information, the processing shifts to step 
S9 to end the processing. 
[0074] 

For example, when the user clicks on a "transmission" button of the input form 
shown in Fig. 5 using input unit 15, CPU 12 determines that the user has permitted the 
transmission of the user information, and on the other hand, when the user clicks on a 
"cancel" button of the input form shown in Fig. 5 using input unit 15, CPU 12 
determines that the user has rejected the transmission of the user information. 
[0075] 

If the user has permitted the transmission of the user information, in step S8, 
CPU 12 transmits all the user information displayed in the input form to server 
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computer 2 through communication unit 16. 
[0076] 

For example, when the user permits the transmission of the input form shown in 
Fig. 5, as the user information, "Yamada", "Taro", "Male", "1980 12 31", "AAA 
1234567890", and "1-2-3, xx city, oo prefecture" are transmitted to server computer 2. 
[0077] 

Next, in step S10, CPU 22 receives the user information through 
communication unit 26. In the foregoing example, CPU 22 receives "Yamada", 
"Taro", "Male", "1980 12 31", "AAA 1234567890", and "1-2-3, xx city, oo 
prefecture" as the user information.
